Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 
The Knesset formally recessed for two and a half months yester- 
day. but it is expected to be called back into special session during 
this time at the request of either the Government or the mandatory 


number of 30 MKs. 


One of these sessions wil! almost certainly be devoted to a political 
debate, Feeling that the time was not opportune, the Government 
earlier this week cancelled a political statement due to be delivered 
to the closing session yesterday by the Premier. 

Speaker Yisrael Yeshayabu wound up the second term of the Highth 
Knesset yesterday with the hope that greater efficiency would be 
introduced into Knesset procedures. He complained particularly about 
the time-consuming burden of parliamentary questions, whose number 
had risen to 2,230, as compared to 1,571 during the same period of 
the Seventh Knesset. Motions for the agenda had also increased in 
number — 242 were presented during the term, 105 of them urgent. 

For lack of time, the second term had ended with 40 tabled Gov- 
ernment bills that had not reached their first reading and 49 private 
members" bills that had not reached their preliminary reading. 

Some 100 bills had been passed, but most cf them were amend- 
ments to existing laws. Only in the last few weeks had the House 
put through important legislation, including the tax reform bill and 
the law for direct election of mayors. 

At a luncheon meeting with Knesset correspondents on Tuesday, 
the Speaker complained of “inaccurate and unjust” accusations made 
in the press on the issue of MKs’ salaries. MKs should be open to 
public criticism, he said, but their dignity was that of the voters and 
of the nation and should not be impaired. 


80% of inductees have bad teeth

Over 80 per cent of the young 
men and women entering the army 
have serious dental trouble, with 
at least 12 teeth irreversibly des- 
troyed, 

This was reported yesterday by 
Dr. Moshe Kalman, head of the 
dental hygiene department at the 
Health Ministry, during a discussion 
in the Knesset Public Services Com- 
mittee of the Health Insurance Bill, 

Dr. Kalman said it would be 
financially impossible to implement 
ἃ proposal to grant “preliminary” 
dental care on demand since this 
would cost IL1,000 for every resi- 
dent of the State. 


He suggested instead that care 
be concentrated on the most vul- 
nerable sectors of the population: 


schoolchildren and the elderly. 

An experiment carried out in 
Beersheba demonstrated that only 
11 per cent of fourth-grade pupils 
receiving regular oral checkups re- 
quired dental treatment — as com- 
pared to 90 per cent in Tiberias, 
for example. Beersheba had the 
additional advantage of the addition 
of fluoride in drinking water. 

Dr. Kalman suggested striking 
from the draft bill free dental care 
for pregnant women since it had 
been demonstrated this was not a 
danger group from the dental point 
of view. However, other groups 
which are vulnerable should be in- 
cluded, such as persons working in 
fiour mills, he said. He urged that 
the public be educated towards pre- 
ventive measures by proper care 
of teeth and adequate nutrition. 


Siloam tunnel 
to be reopened 
only when safe

The ancient Siloam tunnel in 
Jerusalem, closed several months 
ago after a group of schooichildren 
were extricated from rapidly rising 
waters, will be reopened only after 
safety procedures are fixed by a 
special interministerial committee. 

This was stated yesterday in the 
Knesset by Religious Affairs Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Raphael, in reply to 2 
question by Esther Herlitz (Labour). 

Members of the committee com- 
prise representatives of the Minis. 
try's Holy Sites Department, the 
Municipality, the Hydraulic Service, 
engineers, archaeologists and mem- 
bers of the Nature Protection So- 
ciety. 

Miss Herlitz asked why an area 
which was neither a holy place nor 
a place of worship was under the 
administration of the Religious Af- 
fairs Ministry rather than the Na- 
tional Parks Authority. 

Raphael listed the following rea. 
sons: 


Waters from the Gihon spring 
(flowing through the tunnel) were 
used in Temple services, the kings 
of Israel were annointed near the 
Gihon, many Jews continued to dip 
in the running waters of the spring 
and to pray there, particularly 
during the tashlich service of Rosh 
Hashana. Furthermore the site was 
included in the list of Holy Places 
presented to the UNSCOP body 
(which recommended the partition 
of Palestine) by the late Itzhak 
Ben-Zvi on behalf of the Va'ad 
Haieumi.

HAIFA. — The Labour Council here 
this week decided to go ahead and

Israeli industry gears itself for Common Market 


‘SPECIALISATION FOR SURVIVAL’

sow that Israel has achieved free 
trade with the Common Market, 
her industry is shifting into high 
gear. The only obstacle to accele. 
ration is manpower, Dr. Moshe Man- 
delbaum, director-general of the 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry, 
told The Jerusalem Post this week. 

The population increase year by 
year yields new working hands for 
every branch. But industry is billed 
to expand more rapidly still, at the 
expense of other, less essential acti- 
vities. . 

Between 0.75 and one per cent 
of the country's breadwinners must 
move into the manufacturing sector 
every 12 months. Capital will not be 
Jacking, provided enough workers 
can be found, he promised. 

The way to find them is to squeeze 
profits (and employment) in the 
services, by deflating the domestic 


market, and to make industry more 
profitable than before with the aid 
— Mandelbaum suggests — of big- 
ger incentives. 

Israel's manufacturers can gain 
more than they lose from the mu- 
tual reduction of tariffs with the 
EEC, provided they make the effort 
to adapt. Asked about the coun- 
try's most vulnerable industry, tex- 
tiles, he pointed out that the com- 
petition Israel fears comes mainiy 


. from the Far East, not from Europe 


-— so Israel's free entry gives her 
a leg-up in this respect too. 

The tariff elimination in Europe 
offers tremendous advantages. Buy- 
ers from German department stores 
have been arriving to place orders 
here that previously went to Bra- 
zil and the Canary Islands — for 
carpets, knitwear, other forms of 
clothing, foodstuffs. They want long- 
term arrangements, to justify the 
proposed outlay on advertising. 


What about metals, a speciality 
of the highly-developed countries? 
The reduction of Israel's own pro- 
tective tariffs will necessitate what 
might be called “specialisation for 
survival.” Those sectors that manu- 
facture standard articles will shrink, 
he believes. Development will be 
concentrated on areas where Israel 
is efficient, by international stand- 
ards — aviation, components for 
Toad vehicles, electronic systems. 

Refrigerators are a case in point. 
The local companies will have to 
retreat from their present policy of 
making all types and sizes. The 
signs are that they will henceforth 
focus their efforts on producing a 
particular model, of al design, 
which should be competitive through- 
out Europe. 

The problems in fact concern pro- 
ducts rather than plants, Mandel- 
baum declared. A team of 200 re- 
search workers are investigating the 


adaptations required, factory by fac- 
tory. Where things need changing, 
advisers will be offered by the 
Productivity Institute. 

“Themes will be change of pro- 
duct, change of raw material, new 
partnerships, mergers, automation. 
Individual manufacturers need this 
outside counsel, because they must 
submit acceptable adaptation plans 
if they want development finance 
from the authorities. 

A network of tripartite commit. 
tees has been formed (with repre- 
sentatives of the Government, the 
employers and the Histadrut), deal- 
Ing with every conceivabie topic, 
ranging from the adaptation of tech- 
nical standards to the supply of 
comprehensive international Telex 
communications. “Israeli companies 
should use banking services and 
the capital market inside Europe's 
cities, and not be confined to Tel 
Aviv. That too, needs organising."

THE VOLUME OF CARGO handled 
in Jarael’a ports doubled between 
1855 and 1985, and doubled again 
aver the next eight years. Over the 
prat decade export cargoes In- 
creased annually by an average of T 
per cent and import cargoes by 11 
per cent. In the first postwar year 
{1974-75}, cargo volume grew by 14 
per cent to over 10 million tons, Ex. 
pansion of cargo-handling facilitics 
ΒΟ as to cope with this traffic has 
thus been a major concern of the 
‘Ports Authority, and Jt is presently 
engaged in a five-year investment 
programme to the tune of 1L32.4b, (at 
ourrent prices), based on the 
forecast for 1978-1979 of 16 million 
tons of cargo. 


Despite this prospect of growth, 


* the ports are now in a slump, In the 


‘frat quarter of 1975 cargo handled 
was already less than the same 
‘period the year before, in the second 
quarter a third leas; and closc to half 
the 1974 volume in Ashdod, The 
employment situation has been even 
more seriously affected. Only about 
half as many “‘gangs" work in our 
Mediterranean ports now aa did two 
years ago. A quarter of the perma- 
nent labour force ta currently un- 
employed. And forecasts envisage 
no recovery in the near future, Even 
next winter season the ports will 


᾿ probably need no additional labour, 


and some permanent workers may 
be unable to earn more than their 
guerantced dafly wage. This bleak 
prospect ia the background to the 
current tension among Ashdod 
doekera. But it Is also causing second 
thoughts on the Ports’ long-range 
plans. 

This re-evaluation ἴα prompted 
mainly by two considerations. First, 


the growth prospect of the economy 
is now seon as lesz promising than It 
was. Betore the October war our 
GNP was growing by an average of 
10 per cent a year, but now half that 
in the best that can be expected. Laat 
year the Ports Authority's forecast 
assumed an annual 3.6 per cent pop- 
ulation growth and a 3 per cent ris¢ 
in per capita consumption. This year 
both Mgures were revised down- 
ward, a lower level of economic ac- 
tivity and a slower export expansion 
were assumed — and thus the cargo 
forecast for 1978-70 was reduced 
from 16m. tons to 14.3m. But this 
more modest figure does not take 
into account a major slowdown in 
this country or 2 prolonged world 
recession. ᾿

ar “general” cargo — which at- 
Sounta for most of the manual hand!- 
ing — already accounted for only a 
third of all cargo, and of this almost 
30 per cent were containers (22 per 
cent in import cargoes, 67 per cent in 
exports). By the end of this decade 
containers are expected to account 
for almost half of the “general” 
cargo unloaded, and for over 80 per 
cent of the cargoes golng abroad. 
Non-containcriged cargoes (non- 
bulk) are expected to increase only 
slightly over the next few years. 

The figures cited explain the 
current tussle over the handling of 
container cargoes, especially the 
containers stuffed and stripped at 
the terminal. While about 70 per cent 
of the containers are delivered ‘‘door 
to-door,” the other 30 per cent re- 
quire manual labour and are 
therefore coveted {n the present 
employment aituation.

Tourist revenue 
soars in. ’°75

Tarael’s foreign travel balance 
may turn out better than 
this year, recent date show. Though 
the number of tourists dropped 17 
per cent in the first four mouths of 
1975, the tourist revenue soared from 
$51m. to $85m. in that period. The in- 
crease ἰ due, partly, to general 
price rises. 

On the other hand, the amount of 
foreign currency allocated to local 
residents for travel abroad waa 5 per 
cent lesa than δ year ago in spite of a 
10 per cent rise in the number of peo- 
ple going abroad. The drop is a result 
of ἃ sharp decline in allocations for 
business and “sundry” travel — 
from about $700,000 ἃ month to $400,- 
000. If these trends continue the 
tourism balance may improve sub- 
stantially ‘over that af 1974, when 
there was ἃ positive balance of only 


50m. , 

Private transfers from abroad are 
also running slightly sbove last 
year's level, on the of 
January-April figures. German

THE SUPREME COURT, in a 
further hearing before five justices, 
confirmed its decision, handed down 
by a three-man bench, in Cr. A, 
323,74. 

Gavriel Peretz was οἷ in the 
Haifa District Court with robbery for 
having demanded money from the 
complainant in a public park one 
night and when the latter refused to 
hand over the money in his pocket 
having induced him to change his 
mind by the sdministration of 
several blows. Perets argued in his 
defence that he had merely sought 
repayment of a debt which the com- 
plainant owed him, but the District 
Court held thet even {f this were the 
case, he was still guilty of robbery. 

Peretz appealed to the Supreme 
Court, which changed the conviction 
from felonious robbery τὸ the mis- 
demeanour of assault, holding that 
as it was possible that he had in fact 
tent the complainant the money 
which he subsequently extracted 
from him by intimidation, the 
Pprogecution had falled to prove 
beyond any reasonable doubt that he 
had stolen the money in question. 
The Supreme Court based this con- 
cluston on Its opinion that if Peretz's 
contention that he had merely 
collected a debt had been 
thoroughly examined -- which it 
was not — the court might have 
come to the conclusion that the 
prosecution had not proved the ex- 
Istence of one of the eszentia! 
elements of ate. : that im the 
absence of a claim of right in good 
faith. The State appifed for, and was 
allowed, a further hearing. 

Section 287 of the Criminal Code 
provides that: “Any person who 
steals anything and, at or im- 
mediately before, or immediately 
atter the time of stealing {t, uses or 
threatens to use actual violence to 
any person or property in order to 
obtain or retain the thing stolen, or to 
prevent or overcome resistance to 
its being staten or retained, ia guilty 
of a felony. Such felony Is termed 
robbery."" 

Section 263 of the Criminal! Code 
lays down that: ‘*{1) A person steals 
who, without the consent of the 
owner, fraudulently and without a 
claim of right made in good faith, - 
takes and carries away 
capable of being stolen, with intent, 
at the time of such taking, per- 
manently to deprive the owner 
thereof...'" 

At the further hearing Mr. Blat- 
man, Deputy State Attorney, 
appeared for the State and Mr. M. 
Rom and Mr. I. Wolf for the respon- 


dent. 
Judgment 

The President, who delivered the 
Judgment of the Supreme Court, first 
considered the State's argument that 
“a claim of right made in good faith" 
within the meaning of section 263 
would exist only if the accused had 
an honest belief that he is entitled to 
take the money or goods which he 
had taken in the manner in which he 
hed done so — that is by intimida- 
tion. He could not allow this argu- 
ment, he held, for the following 
reasons: Since robbery is in essence 
theft. aggravated by violence, it is 
essential that the accused shall have 
completed the act of theft, before he 
can be charged with robbery, and 
the accused cannot be deemed to 
have completed the act of theft un- 
less all the elements of theft, in- 
cluding absence of ἃ claim of right

EXPERIMENTS at the National. 
Centre for Atmospheric 
Research have demonstrated 
that fluorocarbon gases used in 
aerosol sprays have penetrated 
high into the strat 

The results of the experiments 
come as no great surprise, 
because theoretical caiculations 
had already suggested that 
fluorocarbons would be found iz 
the stratosphere. But the 
positive identification of the 
chemicals will provide even 
more impetus to what looks like 
being the fiercest scientific 
argument of the year. 

Atmospheric scientists are 
split by the argument into two 
hostile camps. On one side are 
those who say that the fluorocar- 
bons are ἃ serious threat to life 
on earth, because they may, 
through a complex series of 
chemical reactions, erode the 
‘ozone layer which protects the 
earth from damaging radiation.
